Mapleson Secures Adelina Patti—Her Depar- 
ture for England—Cavalazzi—The Rival 
Operatic Managers. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 24:—“So you want to know 
about the contract,” Patti said, as a reporter en- 
tered her parlor. “Weill, I have nothing new to 
tell you. Nothing is actually settled yet,” 

“But you have decided to sign with Col. Maple- 
son, have you not?” 

“It is not a question of signing with Col. Maple- 
son,” Mme. Patti said, “or I could quickly settle 
that matter. Iam very displeased with that per- 
son and I would give anything if he had nothing 
to do with this business. But heis representing 
Mr. Gye or I should say the Royal Italian Opera 
Company of London, and I feel in duty bound to 
Mr. Gye and so I suppose I will sign this contract 
with Mapieson.” 

““And how has the Colonel displeased you?” 


“Oh, in ever so ny | ways. I do not at all like, 
for instance, the way he has spoken of me in the 
papers.

‘‘ls there a chance of your changing your mind 
between now and then?” 

“I can not teil; perhaps I might. I go on board 
tne Arizona shortly before midnight; come 
and see me and you can have the very latest ad- 
vices as to how matters will stand at the old and 
the new Opera-house bext season, at least as far 
as I am concerned.” 

SHORTLY BEEORE MIDNIGHT 

The reporter found Mme. Patti 1n the saloon of 
the Arizona. 

“And what news have you got for me, Mme. 
ratti? Have yon not signed the contract?” the 
reporter asked. ; 

“No,” Mme. Patti replied; “and I don’t know 
at this moment under whom lLlamto sing next 
season.” 

The reporter enlightened the Diva on this point 
and told her of an announcement that Col. Maple- 
son had made from the Academy stage. 

“Ah, well,then it’s settled, 1 suppose. But 
where’s Franchi?” 

Signor Franchi was found and said that 
he had given his hand to Col. 
Mapleson and Mr. August Belmont by way of con- 
cluding the arrangement and that he would sign 
the contract to-morrow. Mme. Pattt said she 
would probably sign it in <a Mme. Patti 
said she felt very sorry for Mr. Abbey and was 
really sorry, more sorry than glad, that it was de- 
cided as it was. She wasfond of the Academy, 
however, aud felt that she was only doing the 
right thingin remaining true to Mr. Gye, and 
therefore, she hoped ail was for the best. 

“But, mind you,” she said as the reporter was 
leaving, “this is done for Mr. Gye and not for Mr. 
Mapleson.”

Patti requests me atthe same time to 
express to you lier sincere thanks for your kind 
offer and with her compliments | beg you to ac- 
cept those of Yours Truly, 

G. FRANCHL 

“Isthisa great disappointment to you, Mr. 
Abbe y?”’ 

“No, lam quite well satisfied with the result of 
the matter, and I think I will — to-night in 
spite of Mme. Patti’s determination to return to 
the Academy. I made Mme, Patti an offer, and 
she has made her own choice. I will say that I 
never advanced on my original offer to her.”’ 

“And what about your season at the New 

ra-house?” 

“Everything is just the same as it was original- 
ly. The offer to Patti was only an after-thought. 
I shall have a fine company and present the finest 
ensemble that bas ever been on the operatic stage 
in New York. The names of my company? No; 
itis six months before |! shall open the Opera- 
house, and it is too early totalk about details, 
but the public will find I have some great artists 
and will give fine performances.” 

COL. MAPLESUN 

was unusually jubilant last evening and his jovial 
face beamed delight as he was asked about the 
Patti contract. “All settled, my dear fellow,” he 
said, “the guarantee business and everything. 
Yes, I expect to have a good night’s rest to-night. 
The stockholders, I can tell you, have said they 
will continue to give me their heartiest support 
next season.”’ 

“And you will have a great season?” 

“Immense. In fact, we wil have all the artists. 
I will tell you that I am led to believe that Mr. 
Gye and Mme. Nilsson are arranging their difi- 
culties amicably and that Nilsson will sing at 
Covent Garden and that means that she will not 
singagainst us here. Yes,” Col. Mapleson added, 
with a sigh of relief, “‘the strife is over, the bat- 
tle’s done. I have called in all ~ scouts and grog 
has been served all around. ‘All's well that ends 
well’—that’s my motto to night.”

MME. MALVINA CAVALAZZI 
(Mrs. Chas. Mapleson) has severed her connection 
with Mr. Mapleson’s company and has accepted 
an engagement for next season with Mr. Abbey.

Engaged Patti for Next Season. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEw YORK, April 24.—A very large audience 
was present last night at the Academy of Musie 
and was rewarded with a splendid performance 
of “‘Aida”’ on the occasion of Mr. Mapleson’s ben- 
ent. Mile. Rossini, who made a success in the 
role of Aida when she first appearea here, re- 
ceived a most cordial greeting and exerted her- 
self to givea brilliant and powerful representa- 
tion of the part, which was equal to any she has 
ever before shown.

FRELINGHUYSEN’S BLUNDER. 


The Correspondence on the Clayton-Bule 
wer Treaty with Lord Granville. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 24.—Lord Granville’s answer 
to Mr. Frelinghuysen’s demand in reference to 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty is prmted tin the Tri- 
bune to-day. Mr. Frelinghuysen had charged that 
the British Government had so far violate@ 
certain provisions of the treaty as to justify our 

Government in denouncing the whole of it and at 

our pleasure bringing it to an end. Lora Gran- 
ville quotes from the record of the State Depart- 
ment at Washington, and shows that the chargeis 
unfounded. The Tribune says editorially; “It is 
always mortifying to admit that a foreign Govern- 
mentcan in any way getthe advantage of our 
owb. But when a prepostcrous position is taken 
by an American Secretary of State the quickes¢ 
way out of it is to acknowledge the blunder. 
Lord Granville’s answer is of course courteous, 

but itis crushing, and it shows that in Mr. Frel- 
inghuysen’s own Office, in a dispatch written by 
one of his most eminent predecessors, Mr. John 
M, Clayton, is the conclusive answer and defense 
of the British Government, Whoever 
prepared Mr. Frelinglruysen’s dispatch 
was absolutely ignorant of the 
plain facts of the case as exhibitedin the files of 
the State Department. If Washington gossip can 
be trusted the credit or discredit of the author- 
ship belongs to Mr. Bancroft Davis. But a Secre- 
tary, no matter how feeble, must share with the 
Administration that —— him the responsi- 
bility of a humillatigg biunder. Mr. Davis’ retreat 
on the Court of Claims cannot be invaded fora 
victim. The correspondence on the canal and 
isthmus treaty initiated py Mr. Blaine, and pros- 
perously in progress when he left 
the State Department, has, therefore, been an- 

wisely and harmifully conducted under Mr. 
Frelinghuysen. It has not only given the British 
Government the advantage in the discussion, but 
it has neutralized the value of the strong and con- 
servative positious which Mr. Blaine had 80 care- 
fully retained in favor of a friendly revision of the 
treaty. Mr. Frelinghuysen has erred in his South 

American policy by doing nothing. He has equally 
erred iu his correspondence with Lord Granville 
by attempting too much. The interests of this 
Government do not require that the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty should be denounced. The country 
desires only that it shall be modified, and Mr, 
Blaine’s correspondence embraced eyery point ip 
which modification is necessary.”

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THE MEDICAL CODE. 


————— 


What the Rule is Among the St. 
Louis Allopaths. 


But It is Not Very Much Observed—The 
Homeopathic and Eclectic Ethics—The 
State Board of Health—Talks With Physi- 


cians. 


Since the days of Hippocrates who had the 


honor of establishing the first distinct 
school of medicine under the cogno- 
men of the dogmatic school, and 


the different branches resulting therefrom, such as 
humeralists and Solidists, doctors have disa- 
greed and have departed into _ dis- 
tinct «schools of principles and practice. 


The chief schools at present in this country are 
the old school, or regulars, or, a8 they are called 
by disagreeing brethren, allopaths, the homeo- 
paths and the eclectics. Besides these there are 
also innumerable? offshoots and smaller schools 
busily engaged in riding some hobby te death, not 
only of the hobby, but of the patients who are so 
unfortunate as to be thrown Ghder its hoofs, such 
as electropaths, bydropaths, ete., etc., and tne 
grand army of quacks who are classed under the 


general term of empirics. The three 
chief schools above =tmentioned of course 
frown down on the small fry 


as not worth noticing, and are exceedingly jealous 
of the diguity and bonor of their own particular 
societies as compared with all‘others, each one 
contending that the true theory and practice of 
medicine can be found only in their particular 
doctrines. The oldest and strongest of them 1s 
tLe 

OLD SCHOOL, OR ALLOPATHSS, 

who arrogate to themselves the possession of the 
only true principle of medicine and have cut off 
all others as preachers and practicers of false doc- 
trine. The reguiars have comprised the vas; 
body of ee physiciaus and have generally 
been ilooked upon in times past as th, 
only regular physicians, and the school contains , 
large number of cultured and liberal men. All OF 
the schools have societies composed of their own 
representatives and governed by a code of ethics 
more or less stringent. The codes in respe 
tu professional conduct are similiar ct 
most respects, but that of the regulars diffeln 
from the others in thatit is exelysive, ruling rs 
unprofessional conduct to bold consultations wii it 
the graduates of any other  schooith 
Inevery State the regulars have orgauized socie-s. 
ties tor the protection of the profession. and the 
societies represent the codes,the only punishmeut 
of course, being expulsion trom the society into 
outer darkness, aud trom the professional regard 
of the bretlren. 

THE EXISTENCE OF THIS RULE 

has given rise@<to bitter animosities and has 
brought down on the regulars the combined op- 
position of all-the others. New York medical 
circles are just now inaturmoil over this very 
matter, the younger and more liberal of the alio- 

uihs having stteceeded about two years ago 
n repealing the old code and the 
“old fogies,’’ so-called, attempting to bring it back 
into force again. Thecode of ethics of the sc. 
Louis Medical Society isafair sample of all the 
others and agrees with that ofthe State society. 
It rules as follows: “No one can be consideredasa 
reguiar practitioner, or a fit associate in con- 
suilulion, Whuse practice is based on an exclusive 
douma, to the rejection of the accumulated exper- 
jence of the prolession, and of the aids actually 
furnished by anatomy, plysiology, pathology and 
organic chemistry.” 

The homeopathics base their prac- 
tice on the principle that medicine 
which will cure a disease will producethe same 
discase in @ pormally conditioned person, and the 
eciectics, although professediy taking the best 
from al, schools, yet use only vegetavie medicines, 
and hence both are barred by the allopathic code 
irom professional consultation. iu view 
of the present agitation of the matter, and the 
fact that the Governor Will be compelled to clioose 
a State Board of Health to act on the applications 
2 ail physicians to be allowed to practice in the 

tate, under the law _ recently passed, a 
Post-DisPaTcH reporter bas endeavored to ob- 
tain a view of the state of feeling 
existing between the representatives of the va- 
rious schools with reference to their professional 
relations, aud especially w the new Board of 
Heaith law. 

THE HOMEOPATHS, 
being In a minority in this State at the time the 
law Was being discussed in the Legislature, ap- 
pointed a committee to look after their interests.

The homeopathic code only limits consultation to 
the graduates of any legally Chartered school, and 
hence the homeopaths are free to cousult with 
aiid tw serve on the board with al! 
reputable physicians. Dr. Kichardson said this 
matier ol distinction between the members of the 
medical schools Was common chiefly to this coun- 
try and Was not Known in Europe, where all of 
the methods of practice, instead of beiny distinct 
schoois, Were Only departments of the universi- 
lies or features of one general school, At the 
World's convention in Louden two 
years ago all) schools were admitted 
and the Doctor declared that codes were a thing 
ol the past, which were fast giving way before tLe 
progressive liberality of the present age, as the 
action of the New York society indicated. The 
iberaiand broad men of the allopathic sehool. 
he said, even DoW consulted with the members of 
other schools in spite of the code, and Inany of 
them were hot menivers of the sovieties.
